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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Claims 50 and 53 claim the predetermined signal is a voltage signal. 

Claims 51, 54 and 55 claims the predetermined signal is an audio signal. 

Claims 52, 54 and 55 claims the predetermined signal a data signal. 

Claim 56 claims the transmission system comprises a wired transmission 
system. 

Claim 57 claims the transmission system comprises a wireless 
transmission system. 

Claim 59 claims the connector is an RJ-1 1 jack. 
Claim 61 claims the connector is an ETHERNET connection. 
Claim 62 claims the connector is a modular 8-pin jack. 
Claim 63 claims the connector is a RJ-45 jack. 



2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 45-49, and 59 are generic. 
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3. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
